Popular Election of Presidents 

OMETHING can be said in behalf of 
direct election of Presidents. The mere 

abolition of the q@ectoral college and the 

substitution of a direct election within 
each state on the basis of present representa- 
tion in the electoral college would accomplish 
nothing except to further contuse a national 
political situation already badly muddled by 
all sorts of governmental intervention in the 
affairs of political parties. The effect would 
be to multiply the number of presidential 
candidates, each supported by a few states, 


and to make of national elections local and 


sectional rather than national affairs. 

Popular election of Presidents would re- 
quire the voting of every citizen on a basis 
of absolute equality. This would involve the 
necessity of the revision of registration and 
election laws in states which have disfran- 
chised large proportions of their voters. The 
Constitution tinkers dodge this proposition, 
because it would involve merely the doing 
of justice to suppressty portions , of ‘the 
American electorate, without any visible ad- 
vantage in increased popularity for those 
compelling democracy to function in certain 
states where it is no longer operative. 

If we are-to have popular election of 


Presidents there must be a standardizing , 


of registration and election laws and federal 
enforcement of honest elections. That idea 
does not appeal to some “of those conspicuous 
in the outery against ‘‘corrupt practices’’ 
and who utter no word of protest against the 


disfranchisemént of more than two-thirds of 
the voters, including more white men and 
women than black, in the eleven states of 
the Solid South,—indeed are willing to violate 
their oaths of office in a refusal to apply the 
constitutional penalty for wholesale disfran- 
chisement.—National Republican.

Little Unemployment 
i’ WE really had mastered our economic 
problems, the use of word ‘*normal,”’ 
with regard to unemployment, would 
be a thing of the past. 

But we haven’t. And in the United States 
for years there has been a certain amount 
ef unemployment which is called, by the 
experts and statisticians, normal, 

The Western office of the United States 
Department of Labor gives out a statement 
to the effect that the unemployment problem 
on the Pacifie Coast will not be a problem 
at all. It will be ‘‘normal.’’ There ‘will be 
but little of it.

The Apprentice Problem 


ASILY within the recollection of many 
people active in business and industrial 
affairs in the United States today, an 
important change has been wrought in 

the system of trade apprenticeships and the 
methods of technical training in the important, 
producing occupations. The change, judging 
from conditions in many of the trades, and 
in the industries generally, has not been for 
the best. The determination on the part of 
those who monopolize the building trades, for

of apprentices to a point that will insure a 
continued scarcity of skilled workers and a 
consequent high wage schedule for the few 
who must be depended upon to do the work 
of many. If the inclination might be to admit 
the reasonableness of a policy which makes 
it possible for those engaged in an occupation 
to limit the number of those who might desire 
to enlist in the same activity, one would be 
compelled to concede that the effect on the 
public is not a desirable one. Building costs 
have been doubled and trebled in the larger 
cities of the United States, not by a scarcity 
of available labor, but by a scarcity of those © 
who are able to qualify under the union labor 
rules which are enforeed in the building 
trades. The benefit has been to a few at the 
expense of the many. 

Skilled labor is entitled to a fair premium 
upon its services, but it is not entitled to this 
premium plus the bonus whiéh it compels the 
public to pay because of the monopoly which 
Labor has created. Suppose in agriculture, 
which certainly may now be regarded as a 
highly skilled imdustry, it should be agreed 
among farmers who have been taught the

to engage in farming for hire. Suppose also 
that.the railroad brotherhoods should adopt 
hard ‘and fast rules limiting apprenticeships 
in their employment, avowedly for the pur- 
pose of bringing about a dearth of skilled 
workers and higher wage schedules for the 
elect. 

It is contended, of course, that the wage- 
earners have themselves contributed to the 
shortage of highly skilled workers. In many 
important industries the whole tendency is 
toward specialization. In the manufacture of 
shoes, for instance, it is no longer necessary 
to ‘‘learn the trade,’’ as that term is generally 
understood. Few of the younger generation 
engaged in the factories could go to a bench 
and ‘‘build’’ pair of shoes. In the machine 
shops, foundries, and assembly plants there 
would be found few. who could follow the 
process employed. from’ point to point until 
the completed product was ready for delivery. 
The tendency is away from that thoroughness 
which formerly was attained only through 
the service of a long apprenticeship, The 
result is increased production, whether or not 
it has been to ‘‘keep the quality, up.’’ 

But- the demand now is for the skilled 
mechanic. This demand will become more 
and more insistent as the ranks of those who, 
from choice or necessity, have served their 
apprenticeship, are depleted. How is the need, 
imperative in a sense, to be met? If those 
who dictate the policies of the trade unions 
persist in closing their voeations to the re- 
cruits, the trades must be taught, logically, 
in special schools supported by the public 
cr endowed privately. Mny such schools now 
exist, and their number must be increased if 
the essential trades are td be filled. It is’ 
not important, at the moment, to determine 
what the status of these recruits will be, 
whether or not they will be recognized by 
the labor unions, or whether they must form 
an independent unit in opposition to the pres- 
ent monopolistic control, The important fact 
is that these trained artisans are needed in, 
the essential industries, but perhaps nowhere 
more than in the building trades. It must 
be seen to that, when ready, places are made 
for them, despite the effort that will be made 
to make their employment distasteful and

ORDINANCE No. 190 


An Ordinance Providing for the Licensing 
of Business, Shows, Exhibitions and 
Games, Conducted or Carried on in the 
City of Upland and Fixing the Rate of 
License Therefor and Providing for the 
Collection Thereof. 


The Board of Trustees of the City of 
Upland do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawfu! for any 
person, firm or corporation to commence 
or engage in, conduct or carry on, any 
business, show, exhibition or game, in 
this ordinance specified, within the cor- 
porate limits of the City of Upland, 
without first having obtained a_ license 
from said City so to do, as hereinafter 
provided, and the conduéting of any 
business, show, exhibition or game, o¢ 
transacting of any business, mentioned 
in this ordinance, without first having 
secured a license from said City so to 
do, as herein provided, shall constitute 
a. separate violation of this ordinance 
for each and every day that said busi- 
néss, show, exhibition or game is car- 
Tied on. 

Section 2. That the amount of any 
license imposed by this ordinance shall 
be deemed a debt to the City of Upland; 


and any person, firm or \corporation 
carrying on any business, show, exhibi- 
tion or game, or transacting any busi- 


ness, mentioned in this ordinance, with- 
out a license from said City so to do, 
shall be liable to an action in the name 
of said City in any Court of competent 
jurisdiction, for the amount of the license 
by this ordinance imposed on such busi- 
ness, show, exhibition or game. 

Section 3. Any person who shall vio- 
late any of the provisions of this ordin- 
ance shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and’ upon conviction thereof 
shall be punished by a fine not ex- 
ceeding $200, or by imprisonment in the 
County Jail for a peridd not exceeding 


ninety days, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. 
Sectiof 4. It shall be the duty of the 


City Clerk to prepare and issue a license 
under this ordinance for every person, 
firm or corporation liable to pay a 
license hereunder,’ and to state in each 
license the amount thereof, the period of 
time covered thereby, the name of the 
person, firme or corporation for whom 
issued, the business, show, exhibition or 
game licensed and the location or place 
of business where such business, show, 
exhibition or game is to be carried on. 
The City Clerk shall deliver such license 
to the license collector for collection and 
take his receipt for the amount thereof. 

In no case shall any mistake of the 
City Clerk in stating the amount ofthe 
license prevent or prejudice the collec- 
tion for the City of what shall be act- 
ually due from anyone ¢garrying on any 
business, show, exhibition or game sub- 
ject to license under this ordinance. 

Section 5. All license shall be paid in 
advance in the legal currence of the 
United States at the office of the License 
Collector. A separate license must be 
obtained for each branch establishment 
or separate place of business in which 
the business, show, exhibition or game 
is carried on, and each license shall 
authorize the party obtaining it to carry 
on, pursue and conduct only that busi- 
ness, show, exhibition or game described 
in such license, and only at the location 
or place of business which is indicated 
thereon. 

The monthly license in this ordinance 
provided, except when required to be 
paid quarterly, shall be due and pay- 
able to the City on the first day of each 
and every month, in advance, from all 
persons who have from the previous 
month been licensed to carry on the 
same business, show, exhibition or game,

Christmas in England has been 
celebrated since early times, and has 
always been one of the greatest fes- 
tivals. During the Middle Ages and 
until the time of the Commonwealth, 
the Christmas holidays in England 
lasted a little more than two weeks, 
and were devoted to feasting, music, 
and dramatic 


In the great castles the monster 
Yule log was carried in and lighted 
with solemn ceremonies. Carols 
were sung by everybody on Christ- 
mas eve and morning. Great feasts 
were given at which the boar’s head, 
roasted peacock and the wassail 
bowl held prominent places. At 
court, in the various universities, 
and in each of the great castles, 
some person was designated to take 
charge of the revels and to act as 
master of ceremonies. This leader 
was called the “Lord ‘of Misrule.” 
His powers were unlimited, and he 
was permitted to say or do what- 
ever he pleased to anyone. 

These happy doings, however, fail- 
ed to make any sort of hit with the 
Puritans. The “heathenish” celebra- 
tion of Christmas was especially ob- 
noxious to them, and when they came 
into power they put laws .through 
parliament forbidding the observance 
of Christmas. These laws, of course, 
were unpopular, but novertheless 
they were strictly enforced, and for 
a dozen years Christmas celebration 
was not observed. i 

The observance of Christmas in 
the American colonies was a mixed 
affair. In New England Christmas 
was practically unknown, the Purt- 
tans having brought with them their 
dislike for such observances. Per- 
sons attempting to celebrate Christ- 
mas were severely rebuked. 

The first Christmas in Plymouth 
was devoted to the building of a 
house for the settlers. The ancient 
record states that “no man _ rested 
all that day.” In 1659 a law was 
enacted by the General Court of 
Massachusetts to the effect that 
anyone found observing “any such 
day as Christmas, or the like, by 


forbearing labor, feasting or any 
other way” should be fined five 
shillings. This law remained on the 


books, until 1681, but there was prac- 
tically no observance of Christmas 
until many years thereafter. In fact, 
it was not until the beginning of 
the nineteenth century that Christ- 
mas could really be considered a 
New England holiday. The Puritans 
even opposed the religious observ- 
ance of the day, and when the Church 
of England established religious ser- 
vices on Christmas the Puritans be- 
came considerably miffed and _ refus- 
ed to attend.

Miss Bissell was 
transferred to Constantinople, traveling 
thence in a small open boat over a rough 
sea, but arriving safely at last after great 
hardships, in the wonderful harbor where 
Constantinople looms like a fairy city of 
towers and minarets against the sky. On 
entering the city, one’s fairy-like im- 
pressions vanish, for it is surely a genuine 
oriental city, crowded and unsanitary. 
Three modern things one finds in Con- 
stantinople, and even far into the interior; 
Ford cars, the worse for wear, the small 
Singer hand-sewing machines, which they 
carry from place to place and sew on 
the floor, and the Standard Oil, the latter 
not so much valued for the gas as for 
the tins, which appear to have many 
varied uses, even to repairing roofs and 
buildiig walls, No dogs are now = scen 
in Turkey, having been banished by the 
young Turks in 1908, but there are many 
other animals. The Moslem _ religion 
calls for prayers five times a day, but 
the Moslems are not now so faithful and 
devout as of yore. At the American 
School where Miss Bissell was, . there 
were ‘twenty-six nationalities and eight 
different religions. The American Schools 
are accomplishing wonders with the Turk- 
ish women, who ape the European styles, 
and are learning to bob their hair. Thru 
the modernizing of the oriental women 
will come the salvation of the race, for 
since the tragedy of Symrna, the speaker 
stated that the Turk as a man, had fallen 
back into the primitive. Many handsome 
Photographs and curios were passed for 
her audience's inspection, the embroidery
